Gen. J. J. Pershing, who led the first force 
into Mexico, was busy gathering a new 
organization and attending to the supply 
problem, the food, water, and communi- 
cations for more than 4,000 men, who 
today were out on a virtual desert rapidly 
getting farther from their bases. 

The Twenty-third infantry from Gal- 
veston was pitching its tents at Fort 
Bliss here. At Columbys, N. M., the 
Eleventh cavalry from Fort Oglethorpe, 
arriving during the night, was ready to 
move into Mexico after the first army, 
but it was not known here when the 
Eleventh would go or in which direction.

Identify Dead Mexican. 

The body of a Mexican found near the 
border at Columbus, N. M., yesterday was 
identified as J. Pereyra, personal repre- 
sentative of the Mexican consulate in E. 

Pereyra had gone to Columbus 
prior to Villas’ raid with instructions to 
watch Villa’s movements. At the consu- 
late here belief was expressed that Villa’s 
men had captured and killed Pereyra.

United States Not Prepared to 
Equip Even Moderate Force | 
a Her Command. 


* 


BY CAPT. HENRY J REILLY. 

Washington, D. C., March .16.—[Spe- 
clal. I—Like everything else connected 
with our insignificant forces, examina- 
tion shows us to be lacking in even the 
small amount of field artillery needed for 
such forces as we have availiable for the 
invasion of Mexico. 

In general, infantry cannot stand artil- 
lery fire unless supported by artillery of 
itsown. If its own artillery is sufficiently 
powerful to suppress the enemy's in- 
fantry the task of the infantry is not only 
more certain of accomplishment, but will 
cost less life, . 

The poorer the quality of troops the 
les? able they are to stand artillery fire. 
This means against such troops as the 
Mexicans that artillery enables its in- 
fantry to succeed with little loss. 


— — 


Mexicans are very fond of fighting in 
towns because the mud houses of them 
are generally close together and afford 
protection from rifle’fire. Infantry un- 
supported by artillery fire would suffer 
constderable loss in taking these towns. 
As these houses are easily knocked down 
by artillery projectiles a proper number 
of guns is essential if our attacking in- 
fantry and cavalry not te suffer un- 
necessary loss. = 

At the present time we have available 
in the hands of regulars forty-eight 3 inch 
guns, sixteen 2.95 inch mountain guns. 
eight 4.7 inch guns, eight 4 inch howitzers, 
and eight 6 Inch howitzers. With the 
militia divisions we have eighty-six mate 
teries, or 344 3 inch guns. 

The Mexicans have fifty 80 3 
@.2 inch) guns, 348 75 milimeter (3 inch) 
guns, thirty 70 milimeter mortars, end 
sixty 70 milimeter mountain guns. There- 
fore, should all Mexico join Villa our reg- 
ulars would have but seventy-two 3 inc 
and bigger guns to oppose 398 Mexican 
ones, and sixteen mountain guns to nine- 
ty Mexican mounted guns and mortars. 


Not Enough 2 Regulars. 


Calling out our national guard batter- 
ies would give us a total of 432 guns of 
all calibers to theirs of 488. We even have 
not enough artillery for our regulars to 
give them the 3.11 guns per 1,000 pre- 
scribed by regulations. There are eleven 
and one-third regiments of cavalry avail- 
abie for service on the border, or approx- 
imately two cavalry divisions. For them 
we should have two regiments of horse 
artillery. We have one regiment of 
horse and one battal of mountain ar- 
tillery. This is a shortage of twelve 
guns. 

The 1913 regiments of infantry avail- 
able make something over two infantry 
divisions. For two divisions we should 
have four regiments of field artillery. We 
have one. This is a shortage of seventy- 
two guns, The twelve national guard di- 
visions in the country are short fifty- 
eight batteries, or 282 guns. 


Short 316 Guns. 

Thus we are short 316 guns of the num- 
ber necessary to give, not the whole reg- 
ular army, but those available for serv- 
ice in Mexico and the national guard, the 
proportion of guns determined upon prior 
to the European war. i 

The Twelfth division, to which the na 
tional guard of Illinois and Indiana be 
long, is short three batteries, or twelve 
guns; the Eleventh division, to which 
Michigan and Ohio belong, twelve vat 
teries, or thirty-six guns; the Thirteenth 
division, to which North and South Da- 
kota, Minnesota, and Wisconsin belong, 
two batteries, or elght guns, and the Four 
tenth division, te which Wyoming, Colo 
rado, N Kansas and Missouri be 
long, six batteries, or thirty-eix guns.

IMPURE WATER SUPPLY. 
ROM several sources we have had 
inquiries relative to 4 variety of 
dyeentery which occasionally pro- 
valls in epidemic form in some 
cities. In some places this disease 
has been called winter cholera. It is 
generally heid that winter cholera is a 
form of typhoid fever. Dre, Vaughan, 
Reed, and Shakespeare, who were com- 
missioned to investi the typhoid fever 
in the United States/army tn 1808, report- 
ed that much of the dlarrhoœa in thearmy 
was really typhoid fever. They based 
this opinion largely upon a study which 
showed that soldierw who bad an attack 
of army Gysentery were immune to 
typhotd fever. | 
But, while muob of the winter cholera 
and epidemic diarrhea in grows people 
in northern cities is typhoid, some of it 
is not. Many epidemics have been care- 
fully studied and found not to be typhoid. 
These investigated epidemica however, 
had all the earmarks of being caused by

This was polluted 
water. Theoretically, this polluted water 
was not to reach the drinking supplies. 
But practically it was found that When 
river water was allowed in the mains 
some of it would sidetrack into certain 
pipes. Under certain conditions theriver 
water in these dead ends was drawn into 
the pipes from which drinking water was 
drawn. Such a condition was present on 
Oct. 19 and 20. The people got sick on 
Oct. 21 to 24, most of them on the night of 
the Ist. | : 

The companies agreed to dig up and re- 
move a section of each pipe which cried 
or could carry river water into the mains 
from which drinking water was taken. 
A numder of years ago Winnipeg had 
much the same experience. In their case, 
however, typhoid as well as dysentery 
resulted. They had depended on check 
valves to prevent the river water from 
reaching the drinking water, They found 
that the river water would rust and stick 
the valves and thus permit the river water 
to pollute the general supply. 

Dr. Cobb found that in the case of ships

BITHER age, nor yet the war, 
which has reduced so many of his 
countrymen to ruin and which has 
spread destitution and misery 
throughout his native land, seem 
to interfere with the growth of the wealth 
of Prince Donnersmarck, now in his 
eighty-eighth year. Whereas well nigh 
everybody else has been impoverished by 
the great international conflict now in 
progress, the prince’s colossal fortune 
continues to grow, by leaps and bounds. 
A transaction, which he has just com- 
pleted, conveys some idea of his riches 
and of his unimpaired shrewdness and en- 
terprise. Learning that the metropolis 
of Hungary was sorely in need of money 
and appealing in vain to the various banks 
and credit establishments in Germany for 
a loan, he has advanced to it a sum of 
thirty millions of marks, receiving in ro- 
turn Budapest city bonds, 
But there was a strong attachment to 
the loan. For the prince stipulated that 


five millions of marks of the loan should 


be employed by Budapest to purchase 
building lots belonging to him in the 
suburbs of Berlin, especially in the Pan- 
kow and Mariendorf regions. 

The Budapest municipality has been 
obliged to buy this land at the prince's 
own price, and the money for the purpose 
has been retained in Berlin out of the 
loan. Of course, the land is undeveloped 
and has been a long time lying useless on 
the prince’s hands; a source of expense, 
indeed, to him, since he was obliged to 
pay taxes thereon. ) 

Even under the most favorable cir 
cumstances there is but little prospect 
of the land being required for building 
purposes for many, many years to come, 
and it is difficult to see what possible use 
the city of Budapest will be able to make 
of this Berlin real estate in question, 
save possibly to grow vegetables thereon 
and to convert it into nursery gardens. 

So the prince has got rid of a lot of land 
in Berlin which is absolutely worthless 
now and d te remain so perhaps 
for a couple of generations to come, 
while he has received in exchange five 
million marks worth of perfectly sound 
municipal bonds of the Hungarian me- 
tropolis, which pay 6 per cent and which 
are guaranteed by actual values, in ad- 
dition to the 25,000,000 marks worth of 
the gamne kind of bonds which he received 
for his cash advance. 

Budapest is a very rich city, possessed 
of an immense amount of property, and

There are some who seek to compare 
the prince to the late J. Pierpont Mor- 
gan. He resembles him, in the fact that 
he is a man of the most prodigious ac- 
tivities and of extensive business 
grasp. But there the likeness ceases. 
For the time that J. Pierpont Morgan 
gave to the cultivation of art, and of 
philanthropy, Prince Donnersmarck has 
devoted to politics, in connection with 
which he has played a notable though in- 
finitely less useful and beneficent role. 

The result is that whereas J. Pierpont 
Morgan at his death was mourned on 
both sides of the Atlantic as a man of 
many charities, Prince Donnersmarck, 
when the time, surely not far distant, 
comes for him to be gathered to his 
fathers, will pass down to his grave un- 
mourned, save by a few. 

— : 

Some are disposed to ascribe the gifts 
of Prince Donnersmarck as a financier to 
the Semitic strain in his blood. For he 
is descended from Lazarus Henckel, who 
began by being the valet of Emperor 
Rudolph II., then his most trusted confi- 
dant, later on hie purchasing and finan- 
cial agent, and ultimately his banker. 

Lazarus Henckel was a Christian, of 
Jewish parentage, and towards the clos- 
ing years of his iife, had amassed 88 
much wealth as to enable him tb loan 
very large sums of money to his im- 
perial master. ~ 

He did not do this without insisting on 
good security, and when Emperor Ru- 
dolf lay dying, Lazarus Henckel in a 
rather ungrateful fashion, foreclosed his 
mortgage on the kaiser’s magnificent 
chateau and huge estate of Neudeck, 
near Tarnowitz, and assumed posses- 
sion thereof, Neudeck remaining the prin- 
cipal country seat of the Henckel family 
‘to this day, and the favorite of all the 
many homes of the present Prince of 
Donnersmarck.

Some years before his death, namely, 
in 1608, Emperor Rudolf ennobled his ex- 
valet and banker, bestowing upon him 
the additional nobiliary name of Von 
Donnersmarck, and thirty-six ‘vears 
later, Lazarus” gon and successor was 
made a baron of the Holy Roman u- 
pire under the same name, 

A grandson of old Lazarus became 
‘Count Henckel von Donnerdmarck in 


1651, and in 1901 his lineal descendent and 


heir, Count Guido Henckel von Donners.

the present emperor.

America Needs Revenue. 

The placing of sugar on the free list 
was one of the cardinal principles of the 
Democratic tariff program when the Un- 
derwood law was framed Under the 
terms of the law the duty wae gradually 
reduced and it wae to have gone off en- 
tirely on May 1. 

The need for revenue created by the 
Duropean war, however, convinced the 
edministration that sugar would be one 
of the simplest commodities to tax. 

The senate, which has yet to pass upon 
the repeal bill, must complete its task 
before May 1, the date upon which the 
free sugar clause is to go into effect. 

Administration officials will bend their 
energies to securing prompt action in 
the upper house to prevent the flooding 
of the market with free sugar and the 
consequent loss of revenue which the ad- 
ministration is badly in need of.
